The police alleged + that 
Ranginui first broke into the 
Newport R.S.1.° rooms on April 
23 and took one gladstone -bag 
four cartons of cigarettes, and 
£1 in money; approximate value 
£19. He pocketed the» money, 
hid the cigarettes in a ‘box un- 
der some-trees' at the Newport 
railway station and then took 
a taxi to Altona. zn 2 


He then, proceeded to ransack 
the Altona RSL. rooms and 
took £74/9/- in money, which 
included a sum of money for 
Anzac tokens. 


Defendant then caught a taxi 
at the Altona station, returned 
to Newport told the taxi driver 
to wait and retrieved: the box of 
cigarettes from the Newport 
station and drove‘home by the 
same taxi to Yarraville. 

On April 7 Ranginui broke in- 
to the Williamstown R.S.L. and 
stole 14 cartons of cigarettes, 30 
packets of cigars, and approxi-

proken into on April 4 by enter- 
ing a louvre window on . the 
balcony. -From here- he took. &

gum and about £17/10/- in cash 
from a hospital box. - : 

When arrested by Detective 
Brian Thompson and Detective 
R. Mickan, of Footscray C1IB., 
Ranginui admitted to the offen- 
ces.. He had in his possession a 


wallet containing £12, all that 
was left of the proceeds of the 
four robberies, a newspaper clip- 
ping reporting the breaking at 
Footseray RSL. and a portion 
of the telephone directory list- 
ing all the addresses and tele- 
phone numbers of all other 
R.S.L. club rooms. 

When asked by detectives what 
he did with the cigarettes and 
bottlés of liquor, Ranginui re- 
plied that he had sold. them 
round the various hotels. 

While the evidence was hew~ 
given Ranginui was told to stand 
erect and take his hands out of 
his trouser pockets for the fourth 
time. The -defendant replied, 
“Three times.”
